hancellor  of  the  University  by  unani- 
ious  vote  o*  the  Board  of  Trustees  at 
ts  meeting  here  in  June. 

Bishop  Mikell,  chosen  for  a  term  of 
ix  years,  succeeds  the  Rt.  Rev.  Theo- 
lore  DuBose  Bratton,  D.D.,  Bishop  of 
Mississippi,  who  resigned  arter  serving 
wo  years  of  the  unexpired  term  of  the 
ate  Bishop  Thomas  F.  Gailor,  Sewa- 
lee's  Chancellor  for  twenty-seven 
ears. 

Bishop  Mikell's  election  as  titular 
lead  of  the  University  is  regarded  as 
fitting  culmination  of  many  years 
pent  in  the  service  of  his  Alma  Mater. 
Cs  student,  Priest,  and  Bishop  he  has 
>een  identified  with  Sewanee  life  for 
orty-seven  years.  Coming  from  Sum- 
er,  S.  C,  his  birthplace,  he  entered  the 
Jniversity  in  1891  and  was  graduate] 
vith  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in 
895.  Three  years  later  Sewanee  con- 
erred  upon  him  both  the  degrees  of 
Waster  of  Arts  and  Bachelor  of  Divin- 

ty. 

Ordained  Priest  in  1899,  he  served  as 
Sector  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Com- 
nunion,  Charleston,  S.  C,  until  1908, 
vhen  he  became  Rector  of  Christ 
Church,  Nashville,  Tenn.  In  1917,  while 
till  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  he  was 
lected  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  At- 
anta,  and  was  consecrated  on  Novem- 
jer  1  of  that  year. 

His  honorary  degrees  include:  Doc- 
or  of  Divinity.  University  of  Nashville, 
.910;  Doctor  of  Divinity,  University  of 
he  South,  1918,  and  Doctor  of  Laws, 
Dglethorpe  University,  1928. 

The  new  Chancellor  has  the  distinc- 
ion  of  having  served  as  Chairman  of 
he  nominating  committee  which  pre- 
ented  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  the 
lame  oF  Dr.  Finney,  first  as  acting  Vice- 
chancellor  and  later  as  permanent 
/ice-Chancellor;  and  more  recently  of 
laving  served  in  a  like  capacity  when 
he  name  of  Dr.  Guerry  was  presented.

Dr.  Guerry  Takes  Charge 
of  University  on  July  1 

"I  send  greetings  to  all  Sewanee  men. 
I  pledge  you  the  dedication  of  myself 
and  the  best  there  is  in  me  to  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  South  and  to  the  fulfill- 
ment of  her  high  mission  to  the  South 
and  to  the  Nation.  I  shall  labor  to  the 
utmost  for  her  security  and  growth,  and 
for  the  preservation  of  her  academic 
and  spiritual  ideals.  I  am  aware  of  my 
own  inadequacies  but  I  pray  for  wis- 
dom and  sufficient  courage  for  the  task 
at  hand  and  for  the  responsibilities  and 
opportunities  of  my  office. 

"I  ask  your  friendly  cooperation  and 
your  sympathetic  consideration.  I  want 
and  neei  your  helping  hand  in  all  that 
we  shall  undertake  together.  I  chal- 
lenge you  and  myself  with  the  same 
words  I  spoke  at  commencement,  'Se- 
wanee, the  heir  of  hopes  too  fair  to 
turn  out  false.' 

"There  are  several  objectives  for  the 
immediate  future  towards  which  we 
should  bend  every  effort  and  for  the 
realization  of  which  we  should  work 
with  unity  of  purpose  and  resolve. 

"First,  we  must  reduce  the  indebt- 
edness of  the  University,  balance  in- 
come with  expenses,  restore  salaries, 
and  expand  our  facilities. 

"Second,  we  must  strive  towards  the

Trustees,  alumni,  faculty,  and  stu- 
dents of  the  University,  at  Commence- 
ment in  June,  heaped  honors  upon  Dr. 
Benjamin  F.  Finney,  retiring  after  more 
than  sixteen  years  of  devoted  service 
as  Vice-Chancellor. 

Although  his  retirement  was  not  to 
become  effective  until  July  1,  when  he 
was  to  be  succeeded  by  Dr.  Alexander 
Guerry,  former  president  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Chattanooga,  Dr.  Finney's 
last  public  act,  at  which  he  officiated 
in  the  ermine  robe  of  his  office,  was  to 
confer  degrees  in  course  upon  thirty- 
nine  members  of  the  class  of  193C.  He 
in  turn  received  the  honorary  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Civil  Law. 

A  few  days  earlier  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees had  established  a  precedent  by  cre- 
ating the  office  of  Vice-Chancellor 
Emeritus  and  had  made  him  the  first 
in  the  history  of  Sewanee  to  be  hon- 
ored with  that  title. 

The  officers,  faculties,  and  student 
bodies  of  the  University  and  the  Mil- 
itary Academy  had  honored  him  with 
a  reception  and  had  presented  him  with 
a  handsome  watch  and  chain  as  a  token 
of  esteem  and  appreciation. 

The  alumni,  at  the  annual  meeting, 
had  expressed  their  devotion  by  un- 
veiling a  portrait  of  him,  with  an  ap- 
propriate citation  and  with  the  an- 
nouncement that  the  likeness  would  be 
hung  in  the  Library  as  a  perpetual 
memorial  to  his  service  to  his  and  their 
Alma  Mater. 

The  occasion  was  Dr.  Finney's  sev- 
enteenth official  Commencement  at  Se- 
wanee. He  became  Vice-Chancellor  of 
the  University  in  the  Spring  of  1922, 
succeeding  the  late  Bishop  Albion  W. 
Knight.  In  June,  1936.  he  announced 
to  the  Board  of  Trustees  his  intention 
to  retire,  making  his  action  contingent 
upon  a  thorough  reorganization  of  the 
University's  administrative  affairs.  The 
Board  complied  with  his  suggestion,  re- 
linquishing to  the  Board  of  Regents  all 
powers  except  the  election  of  the  Chan- 
cellor, the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  Chap- 
lain, and  members  of  the  Board  of  Re- 
gents. 

In  December  of  the  same  year  Dr. 
Guerry  was  elected  Vice-Chancellor 
but  declined.  A  year  later  he  was  again 
cffereu  the  chief  executive  position,  and 
this  time  he  accepted. 

The  incoming  Vice-Chancellor  has  on

Dr.  Guerry  Announces  Plan 

for  Financial  Support 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Associated 
Alumni  was  held  on  Alumni  Day,  June 
13.  In  the  absence  of  President  Niles 
Trammell.  '19,  Vice-President  Charles 
Edward  Thomas,  '27,  presided  over  the 
meeting.  A  telegram  was  read  from 
Mr.  Trammell  in  which  he  expressed 
regret  over  his  absence  and  on  account 
of  the  pressure  of  business  tendered 
his  resignation  as  president.  The  resig- 
nation was  accepted  with  regret. 

Harding  C.  Woodall,  '17,  was  elected 
president  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of 
Mr.  Trammell.  R.  Morey  Hart,  '34,  was 
elected,  third  vice-president  to  succeed 
Mr.  Woodall.  Edmund  C.  Armes,  '13, 
was  reelected  alumni  representative  on 
the  Athletic  Board  o'  Control. 

Reports  of  officers  were  made  and 
approved.  Col.  H.  T.  Bull,  '01,  made  a 
report  regarding  the  financial  status  of 
the  University  and  plans  for  meeting 
the  deficit  for  the  current  year.  A 
committee  was  appointed  to  help  raise 
the  money  needed  for  the  Matching 
Fund. 

Vice-Chancellor  elect  Guerry  was 
presented  to  the  group  and  spoke  con- 
cerning the  indebtedness  of  the  Uni- 
versity and  the  necessity  of  making  in- 
come balance  cost  of  operation  each 
year.  He  outlined  plans  for  a  five-year 
Sustaining  Fund  as  a  means  by  which 
to  secure  sufficient  revenue  for  cost  of 
oneration  and  for  gradual  reduction  of 
the  debt.  At  the  conclusion  of  his  re- 
marks the  following  resolution  was 
unanimously  passed: 

Whereas  the  University  of  the  South  will 
li induct  a  nation-wide  campaign  in  January 
and  February  of  1939  for  a  Five-year  Sus- 
taining  Fund  to  eliminate  annual  deficits 
and  reduce  the  University's  debt,  and 

Whereas  the  University  of  the  South  will 
renew  its  effort  each  year  for  five  years  to 
keep  this  Sustaining  Fund  at  the  highest 
po!  sible  figure,  and 

\\  hereas  the  united  support  of  a'l  alumni 
and  friends  oi  S  wanee  is  necessary  'to  the 
success  of  this  vital  and  all-important  under- 
taking, therefore 

Be  i'  resolved  that  the  Associated  Alumni 
nization  pledges  its  whole-hearted  and 
earnest  support  to  this  undertaking  and 
p. aces  all  of  its  resources  at  the  disposition 
of  the  \  ice-Chancellor  of  the  University  for 
its  furtherance,  and 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  all  a'umni  be 


urged  to  contribute  their  services  as  in- 
dividuals and  to  make  subscriptions  to  the 
Sustaining  Fund,  and 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  a'l  dues  and 
(it her  receipts  of  the  Associated  Alumni  be 
turned  over  to  the  Vicc-Chancellor  to  form 
a   par'    of  the  Sustaining  Fund,  and 

B-;  it  further  resolved  that  any  alumnus 
who  contributes  annually  to  the  Sustaining 
Fund  be  considered  as  a  member  in  good 
Standing  of  the  Associated  Alumni  of  the 
University  of  the  South,  or.  in  other  words, 
that  a  contribution  to  the  Sustaining  Fund 
be  considered  as  payment  of  membership 
dues  in  the  organization  of  the  Associated 
Alumni,  and 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  the  Vice- 
Chance'lor  be  requested  to  set  apart  from 
the  Sustaining  Fund  the  amount  necessary 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  office  of  the  As- 
sociated Alumni  and  the  carrying  on  of  its 
work,  and 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  all  By-Laws 
of  the  Associated  Alumni  which  may  be  hi 
conflict  with  these  resolutions  be  hereby 
suspended  for  a  period  of  five  years,  or 
until  they  shad  have  been  reinstated  by 
action  of  the  Associated  Alumni. 


MATCHING  FUND  NEARS  GOAL 

The  alumni  listed  below  have  paid 
their  annual  dues  to  the  Associated 
Alumni  for  the  current  year  ending 
August  31  and  those  marked  with  an 
asterisk  have  contributed  to  the  Alum- 
ni Fund.  This  list  includes  477  mem- 
bers and  312  contributors  to  ths  Alumni 
Fund.

On  the  Mountain 


Forty-Seven   Degrees  Con- 
ferred at  Commencement 

About  this  year's  Commencement 
there  was  a  distinctive  atmosphere 
which  markel  it  as  one  of  the  outstand- 
ing points  in  the  University's  history. 
The  predominating  element  of  this  at- 
mosphere was  a  spirit  of  confidence — 
confidence  in  the  present  strength  of 
the  institution  and  in  its  future  de- 
velopment. There  seemed  to  be  a  gen- 
eral feeling  that  Dr.  Finney's  adminis- 
tration, now  reaching  its  conclusion,  and 
Dr.  Guerry's,  just  beginning,  bore  to 
each  other  a  definite  relation — that  o" 
an  enduring  foundation  and  a  lofty 
superstructure.  "The  Dream,"  to  which 
Sewanee  has  so  often  been  likened, 
seemed  to  assume  at  last  the  substance 
oi  reality  and  the  University  of  the 
South  appeared  to  have  emerged  from 
its  long  stay  in  the  region  of  "Being 
About  To  Be"  into  the  realm  of  things 
that  are  actual  facts. 

Of  course  there  has  been  no  lack 
of  faith  in  Sewanee's  future,  but  at 
last  this  faith  had  become  belief,  the 
important  difference  being  that  while 
faith  engenders  hope,  belief  induces  ac- 
tion. Consequently,  having  be  "ore 
them  the  University  as  a  real  tangible 
entity,  a  very  noticeable  spirit  of  be- 
lief in  its  destiny  on  the  part  of  those 
present  characterized  this  Commence- 
ment. This  spirit  was  manifest  in  the 
exeicises  of  Commencement  day  which 
lost  their  pro  jorma  character  entirely, 
and  quite  simply  became  merely  the 
proper  way  to  do  a  thing  nobly  and 
beautifully.  The  Salutatorian  spoke 
in  sonorous  Latin  but  he  had  something 
o"  value  to  say;  the  Valedictorian  talked 
sense  about  the  character  of  education 
which  Sewanee  hai  to  offer  and  pointed 
out  how  its  aims  might  be  secured.  Dr. 
Sayre's  address  to  the  graduating  class 
showed  them  how  they  might  best  use 
the  training  Sewanee  had  given  them. 
The  beautiful  Latin  ceremony  of  con- 
ferring the  degrees  assumed  a  real 
significance,  and  in  no  sense  conveyed 
the  impression  that  those  concerned 
were  merely  playing  a  part  in  an  ex- 
hibition. 

Taken  altogether,  the  1938  Com- 
mencement of  the  University  was  note- 
worthy. The  common  belief  in  the 
University  as  an  actual  entity  as  em- 
phasized above  brought  about  a  posi- 
tive unanimity  of  purpose  that  augurs 
well  for  Dr.  Guerry's  administration 
since  it  promises  that  his  zeal  and  en- 
thusiasm and  his  acknowledged  effi- 
ciency will  be  given  the  solid,  substan- 
tial backing  which  is  so  necessary  to 
his  success.

The  valedictory  address  was  given  by 
Daniel  Roger  Gray,  Jr.,  Mt.  Pleasan*, 
Tenn.,  and  the  Latin  salutatory  by  Nes- 
bitt   Mitchell,   Middletown,   Ohio.

Many  Improvements 

Made  on  Campus 

Sewanee  is  the  scene  of  a  great  deal 
of  activity  during  the  summer  months 
and  will  present  a  greatly  changed  ap- 
pearance when  school  opens  in  the  fall. 
With  the  expenditure  of  about  $70,000 
and  the  employment  of  several  hundred 
men  much  is  being  accomplished  for 
the  improvement  of  the  University 
plant. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Craw- 
ford Johnson,  of  Birmingham,  Alabama, 
who  gave  the  money  for  its  erection, 
Johnson  Hall  is  receiving  a  complete 
renovation  and  will  be  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  dormitories  in  the  South.  The 
building  is  being  painted  on  the  inside, 
asphalt  tile  floors  are  being  laid,  the 
windows  are  being  screened,  and  new 
furniture  is  being  put  in. 

The  other  dormitories  are  being 
painted,  repaired,  and  screened.  All 
dormitory  furniture  is  being  thoroughly 
reconditioned. 

Walsh  Hall  is  being  painted  and  the 
classroom  furniture  is  being  recondi- 
tioned and  replaced.  Tile  floors  are  tc 
be  laid  in  the  halls  and  entrance  ways 
on  the  first  floor.  Magnolia  Hall  is  tc 
receive  a  new  coat  of  paint.  Improve- 
ments are  also  to  be  made  at  the  Se- 
waneo  Union.  The  Sandwich  Shop  is 
to  be  redecorated  and  a  student  lounge 
is  to  be  made  of  the  room  formerlj 
used  by  the  MacKellar  Little  Theatre 
a  door  being  cut  so  that  there  will  be 
an  entrance  through  the  Sandwicl 
Shop.

General  Education   Board 

Grant  to  Library 

The  recent  announcement  of  the  Gen- 
eral Education  Board  grant  of  $15,000 
for  the  purchase  of  books  and  periodi- 
cals for  the  University  is  of  interest  to 
all  the  friends  of  the  University,  and 
particularly  to  those  concerned  with 
the  progress  of  the  Library. 

During  the  Spring  of  1937  a  survey 
of  the  resources  of  the  Library  was 
made,  and  early  in  the  Summer  last 
year  application  was  made  to  the  Gen- 
eral Education  Board  for  a  sum  suffi- 
cient to  remedy  the  inadequacies  re- 
vealed by  the  survey.  Four  years  ago 
the  General  Education  Board  gave 
$25,000  to  the  University  which  was 
used  to  remodel  the  Library  and  to  con- 
struct a  fireproof  stackroom  with  a 
capacity  of  80,000  volumes.  This  will 
provide  for  the  normal  expansion  of 
the  Library  collection  for  many  years. 

Considerable  progress  in  reorganiz- 
ing the  Library  has  been  made  in  the 
past  few  years.  Besides  the  current 
additions  to  the  collection  each  year, 
several  thousand  volumes  have  been 
reclassified  and  recatalogued,  part  of 
the  uncatalogued  material  has  been 
catalogued  and  made  available,  and  ap- 
proximately six  thousand  typewritten 
and  printed  cards  have  been  added  to 
the  card  index,  replacing  old  handwrit- 
ten cards.  A  shelf-list  is  in  prepara- 
tion which  will  make  possible  an  an- 
nual inventory   of  the   collection. 

Much  of  the  unsorted  material  in 
the  attic  has  been  arranged,  and  prog- 
ress is  being  made  towards  comple- 
tion of  sets  of  standard  periodicals.  The 


files  of  The  Sewanee  Review  have  been 
placed  in  a  locked  section  in  the  fire- 
proof stackroom,  and  other  sections  hold 
rare  and  valuable  books  and  manu- 
scripts, Sewaneeana,  and  University 
records. 

The  Library  is  now  in  a  position  to 
accept  and  properly  care  for  material, 
and  will  welcome  contributions,  par- 
ticularly of  Sewanee  items.  Especially 
desired  are  conies  of  four  editions  of 
the  Cap  and  Gown  which  are  missing 
from  the  Library  collection — those  for 
the  years  1885,  1920,  1926,  and  1927. 

Lighting  and  heating  facilities  in  the 
remodeled  building  make  the  place  a 
very  desirable  one  in  which  to  study 
now,  and  this  increased  comfort  and 
convenience,  together  with  the  improv- 
ed service  by  the  staff  that  is  possible 
in  the  new  building,  have  resulted  in 
a  constantly  increasing  use  of  the  Li- 
brary. Circulation  records  show  that 
the  use  of  the  Library  has  tripled  in  the 
past  four  years,  and  each  year  shows 
a  satisfactory  increase  over  the  preced-

goal  of  a  college  of  five  hundred  select 
students,  all  qualified  for  college  work 
and  for  the  pursuit  of  a  liberal  arts' 
education  of  fine  academic  standards 
and  high  spiritual  ideals.  Such  a  col- 
lege would  be  a  great  achievement  in 
itself  and  the  most  valuable  single  con- 
tribution an  institution  of  higher  learn- 
ing could  make  to  Southern  education. 
"Third,  we  should  develop  the  most 
extensive  and  attractive  program  in  the 
South  of  athletic  sports  and  physical 
recreation — football,  bf/sketball,  base- 
ball, tennis,  golf,  hiking,  and  the  like 
for  all  students.  The  vast  domain  at  Se- 
wanee  offers  an  unparalleled  oppor- 
tunity for  such  a  program.  This  would 
do  more  than  any  other  one  thing  ex- 
cept sound  scholarship  to  draw  students 


to  Sewanee  and   make   them   happy   in 
their  college  life. 

"Fourth,  we  should  make  of  the  Theo- 
logical School  a  splendid  seminary  ani 
of  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy  one 
cf  the  finest  schools  for  boys  in  the 
country. 

"Fi  th.  we  should  continue  to  create 
here  a  beautiful  campus  and  a  beauti- 
ful community.  'Sewanee,  the  love- 
liest village  in  the  South'  should  be  our 
motto  and  a  goal  that  we  can  and  must 
achieve." 

The  foregoing  message  is  sent  to 
Sewanee  men  by  Dr.  Alexander  Guerry 
who  officially  took  over  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellorship of  the  University  upon  the 
retirement  of  Dr.  Benjamin  F.  Finney 
on  July  1.  He  returns  to  his  Alma  Ma- 
ter across  a  long  bridge  of  solid  achieve- 
ment in  the  educational  world,  a  world 
which  he  chose  for  his  own  soon  after 
being  graduated  from  Sewanee  in  1910. 

Recognition  of  outstanding  ability 
marked  him  early  in  his  career.  With- 
in a  very  few  years  he  became  headmas- 
ter of  Baylor  School  in  Chattanooga, 
Tennessee.  Then  in  1929,  when  he  had 
developed  that  institution  into  one  of 
the  first-class  preparatory  schools  of 
the  South,  he  was  called  to  the  pres- 
idency o  the  University  of  Chatta- 
nooga. 

Dr.  Guerry  brings  back  to  Sewanee 
not  only  the  Sewanee  background 
which  he  took  with  him  into  his  chosen 
profession,  but  also  more  than  twenty- 
five  years  of  successful  educational  ex- 
perience. 

The  many  opinions  expressed  by 
alumni  and  friends  of  Sewanee  in  re- 
cent months  indicate  that  his  leader- 
ship will  be  followed  whole-heartedly 
and  with  glorious  results  for  the  Se- 
wanee of  the  future.

Since  1874 
when  he  entered  the  Grammar  School 
his  life  has  been  interwoven  with  thai 
of  the  University.  For  more  than  forty- 
five  years  of  his  active  ministry  he  has 
been  a  loyal  and  effective  member  of 
one  or  both  of  the  governing  boards. 

The  first  alumnus  to  serve  as  Chan- 
cellor, he  was  also  the  first  Chancellor 
to  give  his  full  time  to  promoting  the 
University's  interests.  In  his  capacity 
as  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Relations  he  traveled  over  large 
areas  of  the  United  States,  meeting  with 
diocesan  conventions,  rectors  of  parish- 
es, and  alumni  groups.  The  revived 
response  to  Sewanee's  appeals  on  the 
part  of  church  people  in  recent  months 
has  been  largely  attributable  to  his  ef- 
forts.

Dr.  Alexander  Guerry,  Vice-Chancel- 

>r  of  the  University,  declares  that  the 

ustaining  Fund  Campaign  is  one  of  the 
host  important  undertakings  in  Sewa- 
ee's  history. 

I  "It  is  a  united  effort  on  the  part  of 
lewanee  alumni  and  friends,"  he  ex- 
llains,  "to  give  Sewanee  security  for 
Ive   years   and,   through  this   security, 

real  opportunity  for  strength  and 
rowth.  Its  success  will  mean  that  the 
University  of  the  South  stands  on  the 
we  of  great  development.  Its  failure 
I'ill  mean — but  failure  is  unthinkable. ' 

The  cost  of  operation  of  the  Univer- 
Ity  of  the  South,  Dr.  Guerry  points 
ut,  exceeds  the  total  income  from  en- 
owment,  tuition,  fees,  leases,  etc.,  by 
|53,000.  The  total  indebtedness  of  the 
University  is  approximately  $600,000.  Of 
his  amount  $300,000  is  a  bond  of  the 
University  to  itself  secured  by  mort- 
;age,  liquidation  of  which  is  gradually 
>eing  effected  through  a  legacy  in  a 
inking  fund.  About  $140,000  is  in  long- 
ime  loans  which  are  not  pressing  in  any 
vay  and  payment  of  which  has  been  or 
s  being  arranged.  Approximately 
160,000  is  a  floating  indebtedness  in 
lotes  to  individuals  and  banks.  It  is 
his  floating  indebtedness  and  the  lack 
if  sufficient  income,  Dr.  Guerry  urges, 
hat  present  a  situation  which  must  be 
emedied  at  once. 

A  Sustaining  Fund  of  $500,000,  pay- 
ible  $100,000  each  year  for  five  years, 
vill  remedy  this  situation,  providing 
ach  year  sufficient  additional  income  to 
neet  the  cost  of  operation  without  the 
lorrowing  of  a  single  penny  and  to  pay 
iff  the  floating  indebtedness  before  the 
md  of  the  five  years.  Sixty  per  cent 
if  the  revenues  from  the  Sustaining 
''und  each  year  will  go  to  cost  of  opera- 
ion,  and  forty  per  cent  to  liquidation 
if  floating  indebtedness.

Is  Formally  Installed 

Dr.  Alexander  Guerry,  who  on  July  1 
succeeded  Dr.  Benjamin  F.  Finney  as 
executive  head  of  the  University,  was 
formally  installed  as  Vice -Chancellor  at 
Founders'  Day  exercises  held  in  All 
Saints'  Chapel,  October  10. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Henry  J.  Mikell,  D.  D., 
Bishop  of  Atlanta  and  Chancellor  of  the 
University,  invested  Dr.  Guerry  with 
the  ermine  robe  of  his  office,  following 
his  presentation  by  Dr.  George  M.  Bak- 
er, Dean  of  the  College  of  Arts  and 
Sciences,  and  the  Rev.  George  B.  Myers, 
senior  member  of  the  faculty  of  the 
Theological  School. 

Bishop  Mikell,  in  making  the  address 
of  installation,  paid  tribute  to  the 
achievements  and  achievers  of  the  past 
and  to  Dr.  Guerry 's  ideals  for  the  future 
of  Sewanee. 

Dr.  Guerry  replied  with  a  thoughtful 
and  inspirational  address  of  which 
growth  was  the  theme.  Like  the  Chan- 
cellor he  also  referred  to  the  "heroic 
beginning"  of  the  University,  but  his

Many  Local  Alumni

"There  ought  to  be  an  active  alumni 
association  in  every  community  where 
Sewanee  men  live.  An  active  alumni 
association  is  one  which  meets  regular- 
ly at  least  once  a  year,  holds  an  annual 
election  of  officers,  and  is  a  living  organ- 
zation.  Sewanee  men  should  come  to- 
gether from  time  to  time  to  enjoy  the 
comradeship  of  one  another  and  to  renew 
the  memories  of  their  days  together  on 
the  Mountain.  This  is  in  itself  sufficient 
leason  for  an  active  alumni  chapter. 
Added  to  this  is  the  fact  that  only  an 
active  alumni  group  can  promote  ef- 
fectively the  welfare  of  the  University 
of  the  South.'"  So  writes  Vice-Chancel- 
lor Guerry  regarding  the  forming  of 
local  associations  or  chapters  of  Sewa- 
nee alumni. 

During  the  past  fall  Dr.  Guerry  made 
three  trips  to  visit  alumni  groups  in 
twenty-two  cities.  In  every  place  he 
emphasized  the  importance  of  active 
chapter?;  of  the  Associated  Alumni  in 
each  town  where  there  are  Sewanee 
men.  He  said  frequently  that  one  of 
Sewanee's  g.eatest  needs  as  well  as  one 
of  the  alumni's  greatest  opportunities 
is  an  active  alumni  association  in  not 
less  than  thirty  cities  in  order  that  there 
may  not  be  less  than  thirty  Sewanee 
centers  of  interest  throughout  America. 
Year  in  and  year  out  and  over  a  pe- 
riod of  years  the  New  York  Alumni 
Association  has  been  the  most  consist- 
ently active  Sewanee  alumni  group.

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The  University  of  the  South  and  Its  Opportunities 


This  summary  of  the  talk  made  by 
Dr.  Guerry  at  the  alumni  group  meet- 
ings which  have  been  held  recently  is 
being  printed  at  the  request  of  a  num- 
ber of  alumni. 


A  conception  of  its  purpose  and  its 
opportunities  is  a  necessary  step  towards 
greatness  for  any  human  agency.  Not 
only  is  such  a  conception  essential  to 
greatness  but  essential  also  to  security 
and  strength.  Every  human  agency 
must  know  what  it  is  it  wishes  to  do, 
the  objectives  it  desires  to  realize,  the 
goal  it  strives  to  reach.  A  college  or 
university  must  have,  therefore,  a  clear 
understanding  of  the  function  it  is  to 
perform,  of  the  purpose  it  is  to  serve, 
of  the  opportunities  it  is  to  embrace. 

But  it  is  not  sufficient  that  a  college  or 
university  have  only  a  fine  general  func- 
tion or  purpose.  The  institution  should 
serve  some  particular  purpose,  one  dis- 
tinct unto  itself,  not  the  same  as  that 
of  all  others.  Its  opportunities,  like  its 
purposes,  must  be  special  and  peculiar 
as  well  as  general  and  universal.  The 
test  of  an  institution's  worth  and  of  its 
right  to  live  lies  in  its  special  purpose 
and  opportunities,  in  its  understanding 
of  both,  and  in  its  determination  for 
their  realization.  For  this  reason,  any 
college  that  can  point  to  worthy  objec- 
tives that  are  distinct  and  peculiar  is  on 
the  way  to  greatness  and  has  a  claim 
upon  society. 

This  leads  to  the  questions:  What  are 
the  opportunities  of  The  University  of 
the  South?  What  special  objectives  has 
the  University  set  for  itself?  What  is 
its  purpose?  The  answers  are  clear 
and  definite. 

A  College  of  Qualified  Students 

The  University  of  the  South,  known 
as  Sewanee,  has  established  as  one  of  its 
chief  objectives  a  liberal  arts  college  of 
five  hundred  students,  all  of  whom  shall 
be  qualified  for  college  work.  Its  great 
opportunity  is  to  be  the  first  institution 
of  higher  learning  in  the  South,  the  en- 
tire student-body  of  which  is  prepared 
for  college  training.  Its  ambition  is 
that  every  student  before  entrance  shall 
give  proof  of  his  capacity  and  prepara- 
tion for  college  work.  If  Sewanee  can 
realize  this  goal,  it  will  be  the  greatest 
achievement  any  institution  of  higher 
learning  in  the  South  has  accomplished 
and  the  greatest  single  contribution  any 
institution  has  made  to  Southern  educa- 
tion. 

There  are  many  splendid  institutions 
in  the  South,  many  with  an  overflowing 
enrollment.  There  is  none,  however, 
which  has  attained  as  yet  the  objective 
that  its  student-body  throughout  be 
Qualified  for  college  work.  Such  an  ob- 
jective is  Sewanee's  peculiar  opportuni- 
ty and  the  chance  for  its  accomplish- 
ment a  very  special  and  distinct  pur- 
pose of  its  existence. 

For  an  institution  to  be  the  first  in 
the  South  to  claim  a  student-body  of 
young  men  proven  qualified  for  col- 
lege work  before  and  at  admission 
would  have  a  far-reaching  influence 
upon  Southern  education  and  Southern 
life.     It    would   be   an    example   which 


would  be  followed  more  and  more  by 
other  colleges  and  universities  and  by 
secondary  schools  as  well,  for  the 
greater  good  of  education.  It  is  a  right 
general  philosophy  that  every  person 
should  be  qualified  to  do  that  thing 
which  he  has  undertaken  to  do  in  any 
walk  of  life,  in  any  occupation  or  voca- 
tion. To  put  this  into  practice  in  the 
field  of  education  is  the  only  proper 
course  to  pursue,  for  education  is  not 
apart  from  life.  This  would  be  of  the 
utmost  importance  in  the  development 
and  training  of  our  people. 

Furthermore,  an  institution  of  higher 
learning  whose  entire  student-body 
shall  be  qualified  for  academic  work 
would  go  far  to  lift  the  intellectual 
level  of  the  South,  to  strengthen  the 
South's  intellectual  and  moral  vitality, 
and  to  provide  a  finer  intellectual  and 
moral  leadership.  One  of  the  needs  of 
the  South,  as  of  the  nation,  is  greater 
intellectual  vigor,  the  discipline  of  a 
more  exacting  intellectual  training.  An 
incentive  towards  these  would  come  as 
a  result  of  Sewanee's  attaining  its  first 
special  purpose.  Thus  Sewanee  would 
serve  more  effectively  both  the  nation 
and  the  South  and,  because  of  its  at- 
tainment, would  be  of  more  value  to 
every  section  of  the  country. 

The  University  of  the  South  is,  of 
course,  more  than  a  college  of  liberal 
arts.  It  comprises  also  a  Theological 
School.  The  goal  of  the  Theological 
School  is  to  be  one  of  the  finest  semi- 
naries in  America.  Under  the  Univer- 
sity's Board  of  Trustees  and  on  the 
same  domain  is  the  Sewanee  Military 
Academy.  The  goal  of  the  Academy 
is  to  be  the  best  preparatory  school  in 
the  South  for  boys.  The  three  schools 
present  a  program  of  superior  merit 
and  importance. 

Unequalled  Opportiinilies  for  Sports 

The  University  of  the  South  is  set 
in  a  domain  of  ten  thousand  acres  on  a 
plateau  in  the  Cumberland  mountains. 
These  acres  offer  an  opportunity  with- 
out parallel  for  an  extensive  and  varied 
program  of  athletic  sports  and  recrea- 
tion for  all  students.  Here  are  unlimit- 
ed potential  facilities  for  playing  fields 


for  games  of  all  sorts,  for  golf,  teni 
riding,  hiking,  and  the  like.  All  t 
would  be  in  addition  to  fine  interc 
legiate  athletics  which  Sewanee  di 
and  would  maintain. 

The  development  of  such  a  progr 
would  be  unique.  The  development 
such  a  program  would  be  a  source 
greatest  happiness  to  all  students 
Sewanee  and  a  most  constructive  a 
wholesome  influence  in  their  lives, 
for  enrollment,  Sewanee  could  not  < 
commodate  the  young  men  who  woi 
apply  for  admission  if  such  a  plan 
carried  to  fruition. 

And  this  of  the  utmost  importam 
With  such  a  program  of  physical  n 
reation  and  sports,  Sewanee  could 
the  pioneer  in  the  field  of  education 
the  idea  and  its  fulfillment  that  evt 
man  would  learn  or  carry  on  at  c 
lege  one  or  two  sports  which  he  woi 
continue  after  college.  It  is  a  conti 
diction  of  wise  educational  procedi 
and  common  sense  that  the  majority 
students  take  part  only  in  those  athle 
sports  in  college  in  which  they  ne^ 
participate  after  graduation.  When 
this  number  is  added  the  multitude 
those  who  play  no  athletic  games  at  ; 
one  begins  to  see  how  much  is  lost  fr< 
a  happy  and  helpful  college  life.  H< 
again  Sewanee  has  a  rare  and  spec 
opportunity. 

An   Appreciation  of   Beauty 

Beauty  is  necessary  in  life.  Beai 
is  essential  to  happiness  and  grow 
An  appreciation  of  beauty  leads  to 
sense  of  values,  to  good  taste,  and 
good  manners.  Love  of  beauty  mee 
love  of  truth  and  of  fine  ideals.  Sew 
nee's  splendid  location  gives  her  f 
chance  to  capture  the  influence  of  bea 
ty  for  her  students.  Sewanee's  rare  c 
portunity  is  to  be  the  most  beauti: 
college  and  the  loveliest  village  in  t 
South.  Sewanee  has  now  a  beauti: 
domain.  Within  this  domain  she  I 
already  a  beautiful  group  of  buildin 
She  has  yet  to  make  her  campus  a  thi 
of  exquisite  beauty  and  to  make  t 
village  and  community  around  her 
example  of  surpassing  beauty.  Wh 
this  is  done,  a  wonderful  acbievemo 
will  have  come  to  pass. 

Think  what  it  will  mean  for  a  host 
young  men  to  live  and  grow  in  an  e 
vircnment  and  atmosphere  of  surpas 
ing  beauty.  What  happiness  and  sat: 
faction  this  would  afford!  What  an  e 
peiience  this  would  be!  How  de 
this  would  go  into  the  lives,  the  chara 
ter,  and  the  personality  of  the  studen 
There  could  be  no  greater  advanta 
for  young  men  than  to  spend  their  c< 
lege  days  in  the  midst  of  beauty. 

The  result  would  be  of  great  eff« 
not  only  upon  the  students  themselv 
but  also  upon  the  whole  South  and  t 
nation.  Those  who  have  lived  und 
the  influence  of  beauty  would  carry  th 
influence  into  the  cities,  towns,  and  rui 
areas  into  which  they  would  go  aft 
graduation.  Thus,  many  of  the  hom 
and  communities  of  America  would  b 
come  more  beautiful,  a  consummate 
greatly  to  be  desired.  The  ugliness 
so  large  a  part  of  our  cities,  of  o 
villages,  and  countryside  is  a  barrier 
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|man  progress  and  contentment.  Only 
t  embittered  people  can  come  from  the 
■mes  in  which  so  many  dwell.  Se- 
*nee  graduates  would  change  ugliness 
fid  squalor  to  beauty  and  order  in 
tiny  places  and  thus  enrich  the  lives 
<  men. 

Sewanee's  beauty  would  be  not  only

nThe  Developynent  of  Responsibility 

■  The  mark  of  an  educated  man  is  a 
ln£e  of  social  and  political  responsibil- 
w,  a  sense  of  responsibility  for  the  wel- 
Ire  of  society  ?nd  the  well-being  of 
Ivernment,  a  concern  for  the  common 
lod,    and   a   self-reliance   that    is    the 

luff  in  part  of  which  responsibility  is 
adc.  No  one  is  truly  educated  unless 
e  possesses  these  qualities.  Yet  the 
Ick  of  these  qualities  is  too  often 
riaracteristic  of  college  graduates.  Here 
I  another  opportunity  for  Sewanee,  not 
jeculiar,  it  is  true,  to  Sewanee  alone, 
lut  an  objective  so  seldom  pursued  with 
(amestness  and  sincerity  that  any  in- 
Litution  that  sets  forth  this  mark  of 
hi  educated  man  as  one  of  its  purposes 
|as  for  itself  a  rare  opportunity. 
I  Not  only  a  rare  opportunity  it  is.  but 
I  necessary  obligation.  A  political 
jemocracy  rests  upon  a  responsible 
iitizenship,  a  citizenship  self-reliant  and 
loth  socially  and  politically  responsi- 
ve. This  is  the  hope  of  democracy  and 
f  justice,  freedom,  and  order  in  a 
emocratic  society.  A  college  must 
each  this  philosophy  of  vesponsibity  to 
is  students,  inculcate  them  with  this 
peal.  Furthermore,  college  must  be  an 
xpeiience  in  responsibility,  for  only  a 
esponsible  student  in  college  democra- 
y  can  become  a  responsible  citizen  in 
lolitical  democracy.  There  is  no  other 
vay.  In  this  principle  and  in  this  ob- 
ective  Sewanee  has  another  very  great 
ipportunity. 

Religion  and  Education 
Finally,  the  most  challenging  of  all 
>f  Sewanee's  opportunities  is  the  union 
)f  religion  and  education.  The  Univer- 
ity  of  the  South,  owned  by  twenty-two 
Southern  dioceses  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  was  founded  upon  the 
:oncept  of  religion  and  spiritual  ideals 
it  the  heart  of  the  educational  process, 
lpon  the  concept  of  the  brotherhood  of 
nan  in  the  fatherhood  of  God.  The  Uni- 
versity of  the  South  was  to  be  a  Christ- 
an  institution  and  Christ  the  first  of  all 
ts  teachers.  Here  again  is  an  opportu- 
nity not  peculiar  to  Sewanee,  but  so 
;eldom  pursued  by  colleges  and  univer- 
sities with  sufficient  earnestness  and 
sincerity  that  the  opportunity  is  rare 
md  of  the  most  compelling  urgency. 

There  never  was  a  time  when  there 
vas  a  greater  need  or  a  greater  chance 
!or  an  institution  that  stands  squarely 
ay  the  principle  of  religion  in  education 
md  of  the  eternal  value  and  nobility  of 
spiritual  ideals.  The  spiritual  rededi- 
:ation  of  our  nation  and  of  the  world  is 
essential.  A  social  code  of  ethics  in  it- 
self has  never  sufficed  as  a  foundation 
'or  a  social  order.  Men  do  not  remain 
oyal  to  such  a  code  under  temptation 


or  self-indulgence  or  oppression.  Men 
remain  steadfast  in  their  loyalty  to 
ideals  only  when  they  believe  their 
ideals  are  rooted  in  divine  authority. 
In  this  day  and  hour  Sewanee  lifts  her 
eyes  to  the  opportunity  and  goal  of 
Christian  education  in  a  world  desper- 
ately in  need  of  men  reared  and  taught 
in  the  Christian  way  of  life 

Sewanee's  Challenge 

These  five  great  opportunities  of 
Sewanee  ought  to  challenge  the  interest 
and  support  not  only  of  Sewanee  men 
but  of  all  men  and  women  of  the  Epis- 
copal Church,  even  if  they  have  never 
attended  the  University  of  the  South, 
and  of  men  and  women  of  any  denomin- 
ation who  cherish  advantages  for  the 
youth  of  America  and  the  advancement 
of  the  South  and  the  nation. 

Sewanee  has  faith  in  her  ideals  and 
in  her  destiny.  Proud  of  her  traditions 
and  her  heritage,  Sewanee  is  determin- 
ed to  live  not  in  her  heritage  but  out  of 
her  heritage  into  the  future  and  for  the 
days  that  lie  ahead.  May  she  find 
strength  and  courage  in  the  affection 
and  regard  of  a  multitude  of  those  who 
deeply  desire  the  fulfilment  of  her  high 
mission.

chief  emphasis  was  upon  the  "greater 
gains''  yet  to  be  realized. 

"Growth  for  man  and  for  an  institu- 
tion," he  said,  "must  come  and  does 
come  only  through  effort,  through 
struggle,  but  also  through  the  realization 
of  an  ideal.  What  is  our  ideal,  our  ideal 
of  Sewanee  and  for  Sewanee?  What 
was  the  ideal  for  Sewanee  in  the  hearts 
and  minds  of  its  founders  and  of  that 
splendid  company  of  men  and  women 
who  have  loved  and  served  the  Univer- 
sity of  the  South  down  through  the 
years?  What  ideal  do  we  want  to  real- 
ize? There  are  and  there  could  be 
many  excellent  interpretations.  One  I 
give  you  is  a  phrase  from  the  cloisters 
of  Winchester  College  in  England  about 
which  I  have  spoken  to  some  of  you  be- 
fore and  about  which  I  speak  today  be- 
cause of  its  beauty,  its  comprehensive- 
ness, and  its  depth  of  meaning: 

"Sewanee,  the  mother  of  Godliness, 
Discipline,  and  Freedom." 

To  these  ideals,  and  to  struggle  and 
effort  in  behalf  of  these  ideals,  Dr. 
Guerry  dedicated  himself  in  closing  his 
add:  ess.

manent  financial  stability  for  Sewanee. 

"Back,  of  the  wide  difference  between 
income  and  expenses,"  he  reminds 
alumni  and  friends  of  Sewanee,  "lies  the 
main  cause  of  Sewanee's  fiscal  difficul- 
ties, a  totally  inadequate  endowment. 
Sewanee's  endowment  must  be  greatly 
increased.  This  can  be  accomplished 
through  wills  and  bequests  and  through 
large  gifts  from  individuals  and  founda- 
tions. But  Sewanee  cannot  make  an 
effective  appeal  now  to  individuals  or 
to  foundations.  Sewanee  must  first  put 
her  own  financial  house  in  order.  She 
must  begin  to  pay  off  her  current  notes 
and  stop  going  into  debt.  When  Sewa- 
nee does  this,  she  can  obtain  the  endow- 
ment she  needs  and  other  forms  of  as- 
sistance. 

"I  repeat  what  I  have  said  to  Sewa- 
nee alumni  and  to  Sewanee's  friends: 
Give  Sewanee  through  a  Sustaining 
Fund  five  years  of  security,  and  I  shall 
undertake  to  obtain  the  additional  en- 
dowment and  the  additional  permanent 
income.  Give  me  the  chance  and  I  shall 
not  disappoint  you.  But  if  the  Sustain- 
ing Fund  is  not  raised  to  balance  the 
budget  and  remove  the  floating  debt, 
bear  in  mind  that  Sewanee  will  have  no 
chance  whatsoever  of  getting  large 
gifts  or  generous  grants  and  no  chance 
of  surviving  without  eliminating  some 
of  her  vital  units  and  agencies.'" 

The  plan  to  secure  a  Sustaining  Fund 
of  $500,000  is  based  on  personal  solicit- 
ing of  prospective  givers  by  Sewanee 
alumni.  The  alumni  are  organized  ac- 
cording to  communities,  with  a  chair- 
man as  leader  in  each  community.  The 
chairman  secures  the  workers  and  he 
and  they  select  the  list  of  prospects,  ten 
prospects  assigned  to  each  worker.  It 
is  expected  that  each  worker  or  solic- 
itor will  see  ten  prospects  in  person 
in  behalf  of  Sewanee. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  is  general  chair- 
man. There  are  no  paid  organizers,  or 
professional  assistants.  The  whole  cam- 
paign rests  upon  the  alumni  and  the 
Vice-Chancellor. 

The  Vice-Chancellor's  office  is  send- 
ing personal  letters  and  attractive  mate- 
rial to  prospects,  just  as  soon  as  pros- 
pect lists  are  received,  to  pave  the  way 
for  the  soliciting. 

The  appeal  for  gifts  will  be  made  to 
Sewanee  men,  to  men  and  women  of 
the  Episcopal  Church,  and  to  public- 
spirited  citizens  who  are  neither  Se- 
wanee alumni  nor  Episcopalians  but 
who  are  interested  in  education  and  in 
the  well-being  of  the  South  and  the 
nation. 

It  is  not  expected  that  contributors 
will,  sign  pledges  for  a  period  of  five 
years,  but  it  is  hoped  and  expected  that 
they  will  sign  statements  of  intent  or 
willingness  to  aid  Sewanee,  if  their  fi- 
nances permit,  over  a  period  of  five 
years. 

One  fifth  of  the  total  sum  of  $500,000 
has  already  been  subscribed  by  two 
men,  a  Sewanee  alumnus  and  a  friend 
who  never  attended  Sewanee.  the  $100,- 
0C0  to  be  given  at  the  rate  of  $20,000  a 
year  for  five  years. 

"This  is  a  grand  start,"  Dr.  Guerry 
writes  to  the  alumni,  "and  ought  to 
kindle  the  flame  of  enthusiasm  and  de- 
termination in  every  Sewanee  man.''

On  the  Mountain 


7  i  st  Session  Opens 

with  Gain  over  Last 


Sewanee  opened  her  doors  in  Septem- 
ber for  the  seventy-first  session  with  a 
fifteen  per  cent  increase  in  enrollment 
over  last  year. 

Registrar's  tabulations  reveal  that  267 
students  are  enrolled  for  the  first  se- 
mester of  1938-39,  as  compared  with 
234  for  the  first  semester  of  last  year. 
Of  this  number,  251  are  enrolled  in  the 
College  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  and  16  in 
the  Theological  School. 

Increase  in  the  number  of  new  stu- 
dents on  the  campus  accounts  for  the 
greater  proportion  of  the  gain  over  last 
year,  freshmen  and  transfers  number- 
ing 110  for  the  current  session  as  com- 
pared with  87  for  the  previous  one. 

Questionnaires  returned  to  the  Alum- 
ni Office  by  the  104  new  men  in  the  Col- 
lege of  Arts  and  Sciences  bring  to  light 
some  interesting  figures  relative  to  the 
influence  of  alumni  on  prospective  stu- 
dents. Sixty-one  of  the  104 — a  good 
majority — indicated  by  their  answers 
that  such  influence,  in  one  way  or  an- 
other, had  been  brought  to  bear  on  them. 
The  Alumni  Secretary  tabulates  them  as 
follows: 

Grandson  of  an  alumnus,  1;  sons  of 
alumni  (including  3  who  are  also  grand- 
sons of  alumni),  8;  brothers  of  alumni, 
11;  other  relatives  of  alumni,  8;  in- 
fluenced to  attend  Sewanee  by  alumni, 
not  relatives,  20;  influenced  to  attend 
Sewanee  by  students,  13. 

Comparative  figures  on  this  phase  of 
alumni  support  of  their  Alma  Mater  are 
not  available,  but  it  is  evident  that  both 
students  and  ex-students  of  the  Uni- 
versity are  increasing  their  efforts  to 
swell  Sewanee's  enrollment.  One  of  the 
major  aims  announced  by  Vice-Chan- 
cellor Guerry  is  the  building  up  of  the 
student  body,  maintaining  at  the  same 
time  a  high  standard  of  entrance  re- 
quirements, and  he  has  appealed  to  the 
alumni  for  help  in  this  undertaking. 

Dr.  Guerry  presided,  for  the  first  time 
as  Vice-Chancellor,  at  the  opening  ex- 
ercises of  the  seventy-first  session,  held 
in  All  Saints'  Chapel  on  September  22nd, 
when  the  Rt.  Rev.  Frank  A.  Juhan, 
D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Florida,  made  the 
principal  address.

Rhodes  Scholarship 


Baucum  Fulkerson,  member  of  the 
Class  of  1939,  will  be  one  of  thirty-two 
American  students  to  set  sail,  next  Sep- 
tember, for  England,  where  they  will 
enter  Oxford  University  as  Rhodes 
Scholars.  Fulkerson,  whose  home  is  in 
Little  Rock,  won  the  appointment  after 
successful  competition  in  the  Arkansas 
state  examinations  and  the  regional  ex- 
aminations held  in  New  Orleans  dur- 
ing the  Christmas  holidays.

Sewanee  Art  Gallery 

Offers    Three   Exhibits 


Outstanding  among  the  cultural  de- 
velopments at  Sewanee  this  year  is  the 
Sewanee  Art  Gallery  instituted  by  Vice- 
Chancellor  Alexander  Guerry  for  the 
purpose  of  stimulating  and  providing  an 
outlet  for  appreciation  of  the  Fine  Arts. 

Housed  in  a  large,  hitherto  unused, 
and  now  re-decorated  room  on  the 
third  floor  of  Walsh  Hall,  the  Gallery  is 
to  be  a  permanent  institution,  with  four 
to  six  exhibits  held  there  each  year. 
Three  showings  have  already  been  en- 
thusiastically received  and  viewed  by 
students  and  residents  of  the  Sewanee 
area. 

Formal  opening  of  the  Gallery  took 
place  October  20  with  an  exhibition  of 
the  work  of  local  artists.  Frank  Bais- 
den,  Director  of  the  Chattanooga  Art 
Association,  spoke  on  the  subject,  "Re- 
gional Art,"  and  acted  as  chairman  of 
the  jury  which  selected  the  prize-win- 
ning exhibits.  Prizes  were  awarded  to 
Mrs.  J.  H.  Flye,  of  St.  Andrews;  Miss 
Mary  Max  Morton  of  Sewanee;  Mrs. 
Harry  Templeton,  of  Winchester,  and 
to  Mrs.  John  M.  S.  McDonald,  of  Sewa- 
nee. 

The  second  exhibit,  held  November 
15-22,  consisted  of  a  selection  of  the 
prints  of  James  McNeil  Whistler,  lent 
to  the  Gallery  by  Hunt  Henderson,  of 
New  Orleans,  a  Sewanee  alumnus, 
whose  collection  of  Whistlers  is  a  dis- 
tinguished one.  Dr.  Edward  McCrady, 
Professor  of  Biology,  and  an  artist  in 
his  own  right,  opened  this  exhibition 
with  an  instructive  talk  on  the  life, 
work,  and  technique  of  Whistler.

Elected  unanimously  by  the  Board  c 
Regents  on  December  2,  the  Rev.  Mi 
Jones  succeeds  the  late  Rev.  Charle 
Luke  Wells,  Ph.  D.,  who  died  here  near 
ly  a  year  ago. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Jones  is  in  his  fifty 
second  year.  He  is  a  graduate  of  thi 
University  of  California,  with  the  de 
grees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  Master  o 
Arts,  and  Master  of  Letters;  and  of  Gen 
eral  Theological  Seminary,  New  York 
with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divini 
ty.  He  received  theological  training  ii 
the  Church  Divinity  School  of  the  Pacif 
ic,  San  Francisco,  and  pursued  graduat 
studies  in  Harvard  and  Oxford  univer 
sities  for  one  year  each. 

His  teaching  experience  includes  twi 
years  as  teacher  of  English  in  Nevads 
and  California  high  schools,  and  sever- 
al years  as  professor  of  Liturgies  an( 
Church  History  in  the  Church  Divinity 
School  of  the  Pacific.  His  active  minis- 
try in  the  Episcopal  Church  has  broughl 
him  prominence,  locally  and  nationally: 
as  Rector  of  All  Saints'  Church,  Watson- 
ville,  California,  1918-1930;  De.an  d 
Trinity  Cathedral,  Reno,  Nevada,  1930- 
1936;  Rector  of  St.  Mary's  Church  and 
Canon  of  Grace  Cathedral,  San  Francis- 
co; examining  chaplain  for  thirteen 
years  in  his  several  dioceses,  and  a 
member  of  the  liturgical  commission  oi 
the  General  Convention.

Freshman   Football

Sewanee's  1938  football  season  was 
emarkable  chiefly  for  the  toughness  of 
be  schedule,  one  of  the  most  ambitious 
n  years. 

With  a  24-man  squad,  which  was  soon 
ared  to  even  smaller  proportions  by  in- 
uries  and  other  casualties,  Coach  "Hec" 
!lark  tackled  a  nine-game  assignment 
fiat  would  have  given  any  coach  many 

sleepless  night.  Of  the  nine  opponents 
ccepting  the  Purple  challenge,  six  were 
Brthy  contenders  for  Southeastern 
!onfe:ence  honors,  two  were  no  mean 
epresentatives  of  the  S.I.A.A.,  and  only 
ne  afforded  anything  like  a  "breather" 
Dr  the  overburdened  Tigers.  Two  sub- 
titutions  on  the  slate — Southwestern 
ar  Tennessee  Wesleyan,  and  Ole  Miss 
>r  Mississippi  State — were  not  calculat- 
d  to  lighten  Sewanee's  load,  and  didn't. 

Taking  the  narrow  view  and  taking 
nly  results  into  account,  the  season  was 

poor  one.  The  Tigers  did  not  win  a 
onference  victory,  and  were  trounced 
y  two  members  of  another  conference 
f  lower  station.  However,  a  broader 
iew  of  the  facts  reveals  certain  as- 
ects  of  the  season  which  are  not  only 
ncouraging  but  definitely  Drove  that 
fie  Sewanee  spirit  is  still  phoenix- 
ke  in  its  abilitv  to  rise  from  the  ashes 
f  its  own  blasted  hopes.  And  football 
ri]\  continue  to  be  a  ponderable  activ- 
:y  "on  the  Mountain." 

An  witness: 

Despite  the  fact  that,  on  account  of 
ijuries,  the  same  backfleld  combination 
ould  not  be  used  two  Saturdays  in  suc- 
ession,  the  1938  Tigers  showed  flashes 
f  real  offensive  prowess.  In  scoring 
n  two  teams  of  the  Southeastern  Con- 
srence,  the  Clarkmen  surpassed  their 
937  record.  Top-flight  Tennessee, 
hampion  of  the  conference  and  per- 
aps  of  the  nation,  and  Florida,  con- 
ueror  of  Auburn,  yielded  scores  to  Se- 
wanee.    Hiwassee  was  swamped  under 

deluge  of  touchdowns.  T.  P.  I.,  al- 
lough  emerging  with  a  7-to-6  victory, 
lade  only  three  first  downs  as  against 
lirteen  for  the  Tigers.  Vanderbilt  also 
jit  the  effects  of  a  sustained  drive 
hich  rolled  to  the  shadow  of  the  Vandy 
oalposts  before  the  Commodores  could 
heck  it. 

The  Tigers  earned  a  better  reputation 
s  a  defensive  team.  Tennessee  was 
topped  cold  in  the  second  half  after 
aining  almost  at  will  in  the  first  half 
f  the  season's  opener.  Alabama  could 
ush  over  only  thirteen  points  until 
le  last  few  minutes  when  they  scored 
n  avalanche  of  touchdowns  over  a 
weakened  Sewanee  eleven.  Vanderbilt 
id  not  fare  so  well,  having  to  be  con- 
;nt  with  a  two-touchdown  margin, 
'he  Alligators  of  Florida  were  forced  to 
ke  out  a  slender  victory  via  the  field 
oal  route. 

If  the  David-and-Goliath  set-up  of 
le  1938  schedule  failed  to  turn  out  ac- 
ording  to  the  biblical  formula,  it  did  no 
arm  to  Sewanee's  reputation  for 
portsmanship  and  the  fighting  heart. 


The  Class  of  1941  presented  the  best 
freshman  football  team  that  Sewanee 
has  had  in  a  number  of  years  and  should 
materially  help  the  varsity  next  year. 
The  team  played  three  games,  winning 
two  and  losing  one.  The  T.  P.  I.  Frosh 
were  defeated  19 — 0  and  the  Chattanoo- 
ga Frosh  went  down  by  the  score  of 
20 — 0.  The  final  game  with  the  Vander- 
bilt Frosh  resulted  in  a  21 — 16  victory 
for  Vandy.  The  game  was  exciting  and 
hard  fought,  the  lead  changing  four 
times  during  the  game.

Report  Of  The  Secretary 


The  active  membership  of  the  Asso- 
ciated Alumni  reached  a  total  of  555 
for  the  past  year  ending  August  31, 
1938.  This  is  the  largest  membership 
in  the  history  of  the  association  and 
is  the  first  time  that  the  total  member- 
ship has  gone  over  the  500  mark.  It  is 
an  increase  over  the  preceeding  year 
of  58  members  or  11^2  per  cent.  As  in 
1936-37,  the  Honorary  Alumni  group 
led  all  classes,  having  this  year  a  total 
of  51  active  members. 

The  Alumni  Fund 

During  the  past  year  the  University 
concentrated  all  appeals  for  funds  on 
the  Matching  Fund.  All  contributions 
to  the  Alumni  Fund  were  applied  di- 
rectly to  the  Matching  Fund  and  the 
Alumni  Fund  was  allowed  credit  for  all 
gifts  from  alumni  to  the  Matching  Fund, 
regardless  of  whether  or  not  the  gifts 
came  through  the  Alumni  Office.  As 
shown  in  the  accompanying  table,  the 
Alumni  Fund  reached  a  total  of  $22,- 
601.39,  which  was  contributed  by  365 
alumni.  This  represents  the  total 
amount  contributed  by  alumni  to  all 
funds  of  the  University  during  the  year 
1937-38  and  includes  gifts  to  the  Re- 
gents' Scholarship  Fund,  the  Matching 
Fund,  Endowment  Funds,  and  payments 
on  Expansion  Fund  pledges.  The 
amount  of  $1,589.40  was  received  from 
dues,  making  the  total  amount  received 
from  alumni  during  the  year  $24,190.79. 

While  the  Alumni  Fund  has  increased 
in  amount  given  and  number  of  con- 
tributors each  year  since  its  beginning 
in  1925,  it  does  not  yet  compare  favor- 
ably with  the  Alumni  Funds  of  other 
colleges.  Contributions  are  received 
from  about  fifteen  per  cent  of  our  alum- 
ni, while  forty  to  fifty  per  cent  of  the 
alumni  of  some  colleges  contribute  to 
their  Alumni  Funds.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  present  year  will  show  a  substan- 
tial increase  in  the  number  of  givers 
in  order  that  this  comparison  may  be 
more  favorable.
